I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Thirty-fourth  Annual  Report 
on  the  School  Medical  Service  in  the  County. 

As  I was  appointed  School  Medical  Officer  as  recently  as  the 
beginning  of  November  in  the  year  under  review  it  will  be  clear 
that  the  credit  for  the  work  undertaken  is  due  to  my  predecessor 
and  the  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer. 

In  implementing  the  provisions  of  the  Education  Act  1944, 
a considerable  amount  of  re-organisation  and  expansion  of  the 
school  medical  service  can  be  anticipated  to  the  benefit  of  pupils 
attending  all  maintained  schools. 

I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the.  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  School  Children  Welfare  Committee  for  their  interest  and 
co-operation,  to  the  Director  of  Education  and  Headteachers  for 
their  valuable  help,  to  the  School  Nurses  for  their  services  and  not 
least  to  members  of  my  staff  and  particularly  to  my  Chief  Clerk 
without  whose  help  this  report  could  not  have  been  produced.

ASSISTANT  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  OFFICER 
Medical  Inspection  Findings 

Clothing  and  Footwear  : 

On  the  whole  scholars  are  reasonably  clad,  which  reflects 
great  credit  on  parents  in  these  days  of  coupons.  Footwear  con- 
tinues to  be  scarce  and  of  very  inferior  quality  ; “ Wellingtons  ” 
are  very  useful  in  the  inclement  weather  but  wearing  them  through- 
out the  day  is  to  be  deprecated. 

Cleanliness  : 

The  school  nurses  take  active  steps  in  dealing  with  dirtiness 
and  lousiness  and  it  is  gratifying  to  find  that  a good  state  of  clean- 
liness is  maintained,  much  credit  for  which  must  be  given  to  Miss 
Prytherch,  Superintendent  School  Nurse,  who  has  made  a survey 
of  conditions  summarised  in  the  following  table  and  calculated  as  a 
percentage  on  an  examination  of  2,113  children  :

Nutrition  : 

The  existence  of  malnutrition  is  not  easily  decided.  The 
number  of  cases  recorded  is  small  but  on  the  other  hand  there  are 
some  600  scholars  who  are  more  or  less  debilitated  ; Halibut 
Liver  Oil  Capsules  are  supplied  to  most  of  these  scholars  and  are 
distributed  daily  to  the  children  by  the  teachers.  About  half  of 
these  less  robust  children  have  slight  anaemia  and  the  issue  of  iron 
tonic  tablets  in  conjunction  with  the  Halibut  Liver  Oil  is  very 
advisable. 

Mid-day  meals  in  the  schools  reach  a high  standard  and  un- 
doubtedly are  an  important  factor  in  combating  malnutrition  in 
the  County. 

Skin  Diseases  : 

Impetigo  continues  to  be  the  most  common  skin  disease, 
ninety  cases  being  treated  in  minor  ailments  clinics  ; eleven  children 
with  scabies  were  discovered  and  one  case  of  eczema  associated  with 
asthma  was  seen. 
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External  Eye  Disease  and  Defective  Vision  : 

All  cases  of  acute  blepharitis  and  conjunctivitis  are  referred 
to  the  School  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  without  delay.  Usually  these 
conditions  respond  quickly  to  modem  methods  of  treatment. 

Squint  is  still  one  of  our  main  problems  but  it  is  hoped  that  soon 
orthoptic  treatment  can  be  undertaken  in  the  county.  There  were 
five  scholars  operated  upon  for  squint,  one  for  sebaceous  cyst  and 
one  for  traumatic  cataract. 

A few  scholars  do  not  wear  their  glasses  regularly,  the  co- 
operation of  teachers  and  parents  being  most  necessary  to  see  that 
spectacles  prescribed  are  worn. 

Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  : 

All  cases  requiring  the  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids  or 
further  specialist  advice  were  referred  to  the  School  E.N.T.  Surgeon. 
The  incidence  of  defects  was  similar  to  that  in  previous  years.  In 
all  cases  the  reports  of  the  consultation  is  sent  to  the  family  doctor 
and  to  the  school  nurse  so  as  to  ensure  that  the  treatment  advised 
by  the  specialist  is  received. 

Heart  and  Circulation  : 

Of  some  fifty  cases  with  heart  murmurs  ten  were  regarded  as 
being  of  organic  origin.  Severe  anaemia  is  rarely  seen. 

Lungs  : 

Bronchitis  is  the  chest  condition  most  commonly  met  with  by 
the  School  Doctor.  Asthma  was  present  in  ten  of  the  scholars 
seen,  but  only  two  were  seriously  affected. 

Twenty  children  were  referred  to  the  Tuberculosis  Officer. 
None  was  found  to  have  tuberculosis  but  a few  were  kept  under 
supervision  by  him.  One  case  of  bronchiectasis  was  referred  to  the 
C.  and  A.  Infirmary  for  transfer  to  a Chest  Unit  with  a view  to 
lobectomy. 

Orthopaedics  : 

There  are  some  200  scholars  suffering  from  some  form  of 
crippling  defect,  flat  feet  being  the  trouble  of  about  a third  of 
these.  Eight  scholars  were  admitted  during  the  year  to  the 
Royal  Liverpool  Children’s  Hospital. 

Nervous  System  : 

Only  five  cases  of  slight  chorea  were  seen.  Epilepsy  in  children 
attending  school  is  rare.  Four  scholars  (infants)  were  reported 
to  be  troubled  with  enuresis. 
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Mental  Defectives  : 

Some  100  scholars  were  seen  during  the  course  of  medical 
inspection  with  some  degree  of  mental  defect  and  early  steps  will 
have  to  be  taken  to  undertake  a survey  and  classification  of  these. 

Secondary  Schools 

The  four  Secondary  Schools  were  visited  and  all  pupils  were 
seen. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

This  work  was  continued  during  the  year  ; 194  school  children 
and  447  children  under  5 years  being  dealt  with.

SCHOOL  OPHTHALMIC  SURGEON 

In  1946  there  were  nineteen  ophthalmic  clinics  held  in  Anglesey, 
and  299  children  were  seen.  Eight  operation's  were  performed 
on  school  children. 

Most  cases  of  defective  vision  were  high  hypennetropia  with 
astigmatism,  and  there  was  a considerable  number  of  conver- 
gent squints  with  amblyopia.  The  occurrence  of  high  myopia 
is  only  sporadic. 

In  view  of  the  great  number  of  convergent  squints  and 
amblyopia,  it  would  be  advisable  to  establish  an  Orthoptic  service 
for  the  children  in  Anglesey,  as  experience  shows  that  with  Orthoptic 
treatment  started  early,  a complete  visual  and  cosmetic  cure  can 
be  reached  in  the  majority  of  these  cases,  while  the  proportion  of 
cosmetic  results  reached  by  operation  only  is  much  smaller,  and 
the  amblyopia  remains  leaving  the  child  with  one  useful  eye  only. 

Ihe  children  wear  their  glasses  well,  and  apparent  co-operation 
is  satisfactory  in  most  cases.

SCHOOL  DENTAL  SURGEONS 

The  dental  inspection  and  treatment  in  the  schools  of  the 
County  has  followed  the  usual  routine  during  1946,  and  I find  a 
definite  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  children’s  teeth  in 
the  schools  under  my  care.  The  number  of  permanent  teeth 
extracted  decreases  each  year ; as  many  are  saved  by  conservative 
treatment  in  the  early  stage  of  dental  caries,  and  a good  proportion 
of  the  permanent  teeth  extracted  are  removed  for  the  purpose  of 
correcting  dental  irregularities  and  not  because  they  are  unsound. 

Children  and  parents  alike  are  on  the  whole  not  alive  to  the 
urgency  of  daily  cleansing  of  teeth  and  gums  and  the  need  of  pro- 
viding brushes  and  cleaning  material  for  that  purpose,  and  the 
war-time  shortage  of  tooth-brushes  has  encouraged  this  outlook. 
This  lack  of  oral  hygiene  is  the  main  cause  of  dental  decay  and 
gingivitis  amongst  the  school  children,  and  every  effort  is  made  to 
bring  this  fact  home  to  them. 

I would  again  express  my  thanks  to  the  heads  of  the  schools 
and  their  staffs  for  their  never  failing  help  and  co-operation.

I beg  to  submit  a short  report  on  Dental  work  in  the  County. 
The  condition  of  teeth  remains  at  a fairly  low  level.  This  is  mainly 
attributable  to  the  continued  low  rate  of  consent  to  treatment. 
Another  factor  is  the  lack  of  cleaning  of  teeth ; the  latter  is  not 
caused  by  lack  of  tooth-brushes,  but  rather  that,  very  often, 
dental  hygiene  is  considered  of  secondary  importance.  Some 
scheme  would  be  welcomed  to  make  parents  and  children  more 
dentally  minded  and  to  realise  how  important  sound  and  clean 
teeth  are  to  general  health.  Perhaps  the  return  of  so  many  from 
the  Forces,  where  dental  health  was  considered  so  essential,  will 
have  a good  effect  on  future  treatment  in  the  county. 

I have  to  acknowledge  the  consideration  and  help  afforded  me 
by  the  headmasters  and  teachers  in  carrying  out  the  work.

ORTHOPAEDIC  SURGEON 

The  Clinics  have  continued  to  serve  the  Orthopaedic  needs 
of  the  children  in  Anglesey  during  the  past  year  without  any  very 
startling  occurrence  but  with  a steady  satisfactory  influence. 

I think  an  unsatisfactory  feature  is  the  absence  of  any  real 
centre  or  proper  clinic.  It  is  probable  that  in  view  of  the  wide 
dispersal  of  patients,  two  clinics  would  be  necessary,  but  I do  feel 
that  there  ought  to  be  some  definite  place  appropriate  to  the  work 
to  which  the  patients  could  go  and  at  which  they  could  be  treated 
by  the  massage  sisters,  Avho  work  extraordinarily  well,  but  whose 
efforts  are  not  as  fully  fruitful  as  they  would  be  if  they  had  a proper 
place  to  Avork  in.

It  has  now  become  routine  for  some  fifty  Holyhead  school 
children  to  have  courses  of  ultra-violet  ray  particularly  during  the 
winter  months,  in  addition  to  the  individual  treatments  and  classes 
given.  The  small  lamp  purchased  in  1941  still  does  good  service, 
but  a larger  lamp  is  greatly  needed  to  economise  in  time  and  to 
allow  of  the  treatment  of  still  greater  numbers.  The  present  lamp 
would  be  useful  in  one  or  other  of  the  smaller  centres.  The  time 
factor  is  now  stretched  to  its  limit  and  it  is  a case  of  either  a larger 
lamp  or  extra  assistance. 

I believe  it  was  intended  in  1939  to  build  a Medical  Centre 
in  Holyhead  which  was  to  include  suitable  accommodation  for  the 
Orthopaedic  and  After-Care  Centre.  The  war  prevented  this.  It  is 
now  nearly  twenty  years  since  the  O.A.C.  service  started  in  Holy- 
head  in  “ temporary  ” premises. 

Although  the  present  Centre  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Hut  is 
large  and  central  it  has  no  storage  cupboard  and  owing  to  the 
infrequent  use  of  the  building,  apparatus  and  accessories  suffer 
greatly  from  damp. 

I trust  that  when  the  deferred  Medical  Centre  or  its  counterpart 
is  built  that  good  provision  will  be  included  for  the  Orthopaedic 
Clinic  After-Care  work  and  other  forms  of  physiotherapy.
